( News media ) as an Investigative Reporter for Disclosure News Magazine, an online and printed newspaper, and 
an Investigative Reporter for the Edgar County Watchdogs, an online news site, and am engaged in making news 
reels and other motion picture for public viewing, and as a news service to provide news and data to news 
organization (s) and nonprofits; Section 2 (g) ("Recurrent requester”); and Section 2 (h) ("Voluminous request") 
of the Freedom of Information Act, for the purposes of being exempt to the provisions of Section 3.1 (Requests 
for commercial purposes); Section 3.2 (Recurrent requesters ); Section 3.6 (Voluminous requests), and Section 6 
(Authority to charge fees). 


This is also a request for fee waiver, should any fees be imposed, as this information bears on the public 
business of this public body and will be used to inform citizens of the actions of their public officials and 
employees, of their rights and responsibilities, of news and current or passing events, and for articles of 
opinion or features of interest to the public. The principal purpose of this request is to access and 
disseminate information regarding the health, safety, and welfare or the legal rights of the general public and 
is not for the principal purpose of gaining a personal or commercial benefit.
